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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 14 June 2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant argues that figure 2 of Applicant's admitted prior art does not 
disclose strip shaped contacts formed in a electric charge transfer direction. However, 
as can be seen in figure 2, contacts 9 are longer in the x direction (defined as the being 
parallel to the charge transfer direction in the CCD register 3b) than in the y direction 
(defined as being parallel to the charge transfer direction from the pixels lb to the CCD 
register 3b) or strip shaped as claimed. As pointed out in the final rejection mailed 14 
January 2005 the claims place no requirements on the contacts (e.g. minimum length 
With respect to the pixels) other than "strip shape". Since the contacts 9 in figure 2 of 
Applicant's admitted prior art are longer in one direction than another they are 
considered to be strip shaped and meet the limitations as claimed. Although the claims 
are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read 
into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 1 81 , 26 USPQ2d 1 057 (Fed. Cir. 
1993).
